Rome, Aug. 1. — Tho largest conclave 
la the bistory of the Catholic church 
baa now assembled la tbe slstlne cbap- 
el i<ft^ the purpoee of electing a a^ccea- 

asta, are, to all intents and purposes, 
prisoners within the Vatican. One ot 
tbem, Cardinal Herrera y Esplnoaa, 
%£phbl8hop of Valencia, was proetrated 
Imnediatelr after entering tbe con- 
4iaTe^ and Ilea ill in hla celL Satur- 
day morning the cardinals entered up- 
on the solemn duty of choosing the 
new pope by ballot. The general im- 
pression exists that within two or 
tbree days, though probably Saturday, 
a •new pope will be chosen. B.at no 
matter how long a time may be re- 
quired, the abaolute seclusion of the 
princes of the church from the outer 
world must, according to the church 
law, continue until a choice Is made. 

Prognostlcatlona as to who will wear 
the tiara as Leo'a sncceaaor have little 
value, as evpn the cardinals, who Fri- 
day evening entered their cells, seem- 
ed tx) be without definite ideas as to 
the issue. Cardinals Rampolla, Sera- 
flno, VannutelU, Dipletro, Oottl and 
Oreglia continue to be most frequently 
mentioned as the Ulcely candidates, 
but the moment the name of one of 
them is mentioned a huadjed reaaona 
are supplied to show thal'lie eould 
not possibly be elected. 

More interesting, perhaps, in a cer- 
tain way Is the impression which pre- 
Talls in certain sections that, no mat- 
ter what the verdict of the conclave 
may be^ great chaogea are Impending 
Ifi tfie policy of the vaticaa. and that 
within a year or two the new pope 
will no longer consider bimaeif a 
prisoner In the Vatican, but will, un- 
like Leo, leave tbe precincta when 
aeeeeaary. 

U»tU the oonelaTe la ended, 700 
Italian troopere will remain In the 
piazsa of St. Peter's, with 400 to the 
right and 300 to the left, while ISO 
more soldiers will ^ tHitloMit on the 
plasa In front.

Futllo Attempt to Take Two Negro 
Prisoners From a Train. 

Huntington, W. Va., Ang. 1.— A Cheer 
apeake de Ohio train was held np by a 

mob of 200 men near Clifton Forge 
late Thursday night and a desperate 
effort was made to take two Negro 
prisoners from the train. Over a hun- 
dred ahots were flred by the mob and 
when the train reached Huntington 
20 bulleta were burled In tho wood- 
work of tbe smoking car and all ot the 
window glass had been shot out. 

At Clifton Forge the Negro prison- 
ers were taken on board to be brought 
to Covington, Vs., for safe-keeping. 

The train waa flagged aooh |fter 
leaving Clifton Forge, and when the 
train came to a standstill the mob 
surrounded tbe locomotive and order- 
ed Engineer James Hall not to move 
h.s train under penalty ot death. The 
mob then began to oUmb aboard. 

Conductor Halt, who had anticipated 
trouble when he saw the train flagged, 
was prepared for the mob, and as they 
made a rush for tbe coaches, he or- 
dered all the doors of the cars locked. 
The men, flnding that it would be im- 
possible for them to enter and obtain 
the Negroes, began to gather around 
the smoking car lu which tbe Negroes 
were under guard. As Conductor Hall 
ran through the train calling on the 
passengers to lie flat on the floor, the 
mob began to fire Into the windows of 
the smoking car, while the passengers 
scrambled from their seats to places 
of safety from tbe flying bulleta. The 
flrlng waa kept up for aeveral minutes, 
and bullets whistled through the car 
windows. While* women screamed, 
the mob outside continued their clam- 
oring for the two Negro prisonera 
Not a passenger or trainman was In- 
jured. Engineer Peck, di^rlng the 
firing, stayed in his cab, covered with 
revolvers. At last the main body of 
tbe mob had almost exhausted their 
supply of bullets, and those who had 
been guarding the engineer had left, 
going toward the amoklng car, leaving 
Peck unguarded. 

Suddenly he opened the throttle and 
the train shot forward, leaving tbe 
mob behind. They flred a few fare- 
well ahota Into tho'windbi)a aa the 
train moved off. /. .. 

The Negroes for whom the train waa 
held up are from Lynchburg, Va., and 
are believed to be tho men who ehot 
and seriously Injured a white brake- 
man, Edward Hite, op a C. ft O. excur- 
sion botweiftn ^Sfl^Suati Fqrgo «nd Zjmch- 
burg a few days ago.

Msmbere of tho Family Knew of a 

Conspiracy to Murder the Attor- 
ney For Over a Year Before 
Hla Aaeaaalnatton. • 

Cynthlana, Ky., Aug. 1.— When court 
convened Friday afternoon Judge Os 
borne sent the Jury to its room and 
stated that he had heard that weapons 
had been drawn on wltneaaea on tbe 
•treet a»A bo wanted any one having 
Information regarding each Incidents 
report the same to him. 

Alexander H. Smith, another new 
witness, testified to seeing Jett, 
White. Bwen, Marenm and others at 
the time of the shooting, corrobatlng 
the testimony of Ewen and othera 

Marcum's father-lu-law and bis two 
sisters testified during the afternoon. 
Mr. Hurat, the father-in-law, testified 
that Jett came to him the afternoon 
of the murder and wanted to talk 
with him. White was with Jett at all 
times on the three occaslon3 that they 
met after the death of Marcura. Hurst 
teatlfied that members ot the family 
knew ot a eonsplracy to mnrder Mar 
cum for over a year before his death. 

Mrs. Hord, a sister of J. B .Marcum, 
testified that when Ikt brother came 
into her house on tbe Sunday after- 
noon prevlooa to hla murder that both 
Jett and White foUowed him into 
the house and walked about In the 
different rooms of her home. She 
finally insisted that they leave, and 
they did so. 

Armed Men 8een About the House. 
Mra Ifary Johnson, another sister 

of Marcum, testified that armed men 
were frequently seen about the house 
where her brother lived. She had 
lived at her brother's home for a year 
previous to hie murder, and the fam- 
ily was frerjucntly warned that Mar- 
rum ^^9, to be murdered. She testi- 
flt\i that Hhe saw Thomas White and 
three other men in a atone quarry 
about 20O yarda from her brother's 
house; that her brother intended tak- 
ing a train, and sent her out to see if 
any one was lying in wait for him. 
When she returned and told ber 
brother about Whita and three others 
being in the stone qnarry he did not 
go to tbe depot. She testified that 
she saw l>oth Jett and White after her 
brother was killed and that She asked 
Jett directly about It and accused him 
of It, and that be replied. "Hargls' 
money killed him. but I flred the shot" 
Mrs. Johnson testified that she also 
asked Tom White about the shooting, 
and accused him of helping to kill her 
brother, to which he replied, "Go and 
ask Bwen who killed him. He saw 
who did It, aji^ will 1^11 jrqu he knows 
who did It*^ , 

The cross-exiOttinatlon of Mrs. 
Johnson was lengthy and severe, but 
she did not become enraged and break 
down pn the witness stand aa at the 
former trial at Jackson. 

Tho testimony of other wlfnPKSes 
waa regarding Jett and White near 
the side door of the Jackson court 
house before the shooting and the 
corroboration of Bwen's testimony as 
to the location of dlterent persons 
after the shooting. .

Washington. Aug. 1. — The post offlce 
investigation developed more excite- 
ment Friday, the federal grand Jury 
returning aeven indictments^ Involv- 
log nine persons for alleged conspire 
acy and bribery in connection with 
postal affairs. August W. Machcn, for 
many years tbe head of tbe free de- 
livery service, was named jointly with 
Others in four ot tho indlctn|ents. 
The other men were William Gordon 
Crawford, who waa deputy auditor 
for the post office department from 
June VI. 1S9;3. to September i:., 1837, 
and la a member of one of the exclu- 
sive clubs of Ytaahlngton; Leopold J. 
Stern, of Baltimore; George E. Lo- 
renz, of Toledo, formerly a prominent 
government official, and Martha E. 
Lorenx, his wife; John T. Cupper, 
mayor oC Lock Haven. Pa.; William 
C. Long, an Ohio man, who haa spent 
much time In Washington in recent 
years and who Is an intimate friend 
of .Machen; Maurice Runkel, of New 
York city, and Thomas W. McGregor, 
a protege ot Machen, who was a mas' 
senger at the beginning of Machen'a 
administration of the free delivery 
service and in recent years has been 
in charge of the supplies for the rural 
free delivery service. 

Three Furnished Bell. 

Crawford voluntarily appeared In 
court aoon after the indictments were 
returned and furnished 110,000 ball, 
and McGregor likewise gave 15,000 
bail. 

Long was arrepted at bis home, 
whore Deputy Marshal Springman 
found him in bed. He was released 
on $10,000 bonda His waa the only 
case in which a bench warrant waa 
issued, owing to the voluntary action 
04 the others indicted. Ma<'hen was 
not rearrested under the new Indict- 
ment, as he gave bonds in $20,000 
under hla indictment several weeks- 
ago and tbe authorities felt this was 
sufficient to Insure his a i)ih'. -trance. 

Warrants have b»'i^ii i.^sucil for the 
out-of-town parties iutiii ted, and their 
arrest is expected within the next 
24 houra. The grand Jury haa not. 
completed the work laid before it by 
the postal i nvestlgatora, and other in- 
dictments may be expected later on, 
possibly within a wick or two. It Is 
understood that two additional cases 
against one ot the parties Indicted 
Friday, a former prominent bureau 
official, are being inquired into by the 
grand jury, and the acts of another 
former high official of the post office 
department already under indictment 
by the Brooklyn grand Jury are being 
investigated. 

Machen Will File a Demurrer. 

Machen was in consultation with his 
coiusel Friday afternoon, and the de- 
murrer to the previous indictments 
probably will be filed Saturday. 

Walter S. May^r, a veteran postal 
inspector and for many years pre- 
viously a special pension examiner, 
has done a large part of the work on 
Friday's cases, aided by other in- 
spectors. It was Mr. Mayer who 
traced the checks whith figured in 
the previous indictments of Machen, 
and in weaving the evidence which he 
placed before the grand Jury, he viaitr 
ed New York and other cities. Most of 
tne last of the few weeks he has spent 
w()rl<lnK lines of evidence and as- 
sisting the prosecuting officials in the 
presentation to the grand Jury. Poot- 
master General Payne returned to this 
city Friday night from his trip of 
about a fortnitbt on the ifvemie cut' 
ter Onandaga, which was uiaking its 
cmlse along the Atlantic i uast. i

Thomss A. Eiiiaon, when questiooed 
yeeterday about the new storage battery 
which the pabUc baa been expecting for 
over a year, said : 

"Tbe popular imprpssion seems to be 
that my new storage battery was more or 
lees a possibility, bat that it began and 
ended there. That is not so— one of 
them has been in operation for the last 
thtea weeks in one of the Altman's de- 
livery wagons, and is doing all that I ex- 
pected and claimed for it. 

"There is a great deal to be said for 
the new battery, and all in itt favor. It 
will average more than a third greater 
mileage for half the weight than will tbe 
old lead battery. It has an additional 
advantage, inasmooh as it can ba re- 
charged at a much faster rate than the 
old battery. As much electricity as will 
send tbe motor forty miles can be pat in 
it in less than an hour. 

"Ever since I took up this problem of 
the greater capacity battery I have work- 
ed with the idea of using it for street 
locomotion— m automobiles and trolleys. 

And now tha auto battery is finished. 
• • • • • 

"I have been azparfmonting with an 

electric coach to-day, and it is surprising 
bow well it showed up. We climbed 
Eagle Rock, where the hill-climbing con- 
tests are bald, with the greatest ease, and 
we really did not dare to attain our max- 
imum speed. 

"We cannot put the new battery on the 
market in any quantity as yet. The best 
we can do now is to make one a day. By 
October we will make at least six daily, 
and abont Ohristmas we will be in shape 
to meet any demand. The trouble has 
been that special machines had to be 
boilt, bat the last of theee will be com- 
pleted next week. Another disadvant- 
age I have to contend with is paying 40 
per cant duty on a certain sheet steel 
that must be imported from England or 
Germany, and then the present high 
price for the batteries will be reduced. 

"This battery will drive all other meth- 
ods of locomotion out of business, and in 
less than ten years the horrible odor of 
gasoline on the pablic highwaya will be 
nnknown. As for a hnk of recharging 
stations, that is nonsense. lo tbe last 
month ftx^flve naw ones have been in- 
stalled in tbe Raw BnglaiMl States alone, 
and this is going on all ovar the country. 

"Next year I will wager that I can take 
a car of my own design, fitted with my 
motor and battery, anil go to Chicago and 
return in less time and with more pleat- 
ure than any other machine in existence. 
There will be no break-down, no exploe- 
ion of gas or gasoline, and the trip will 
be made at an avan twaafy-flva nilsa an 
hour."
